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Wives are becoming students, 
mothers are returning to the labor 
force and fathers are being 
converted to housekeepers. 
These changing roles of men and 
women prevail today in a society 
undergoing rapid social and 
psychological convolutions. 


Women’s Week, which starts 
Monday, March 16, and lasts thru 
Saturday, March 21, is dedicated 
to dealing with such issues of 
personal concern to students and 
community members. Open to 
both men and women, this year’s 
theme is Expanding in the 80’s: 
Options and Opportunities. 


“What the family is today may 
be totally different from what the 
family was 10 years ago,” stated 
Women’s Week coordinator 
Diane Van Hook of SAC’s New 
Horizons Program. 


“I think that women going back 
to school or work is not a problem,” 
Van Hook added. “It is the stress 
and strain that is created on the 
family unit in dealing with the 
repercussions of the woman’s 
actions that is a problem.” 


The event last year attracted 
3,000 people. Van Hook expects 
the same success this time around 
because of the wider variety of 
workshops, seminars and special 
events being offered. 


“Some seminars such as ‘Female 
Sexuality,’ ‘Stress Reduction’ and 
‘Depression and Women, are being 
repeated because they were 
absolutely packed last time,” said 
the coordinator of the annual 
event.

Schwarz added 
that she would like to see women 
leave her seminar gn a positive 
note.

Rights” is of concern to active 
feminist and attorney Gloria 
Allred, who will speak on that 
subject Monday night at 5:30 in 
D-101. 


Family day, which is the concept 
for Tuesday, will explore the 
problems that most venerable, but 
fragile of human institutions, faces. 
“I think topics like single parenting 
and assertive parenting are timely 
because there are a lot of men and 
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women who are raising children 
alone,” said Van Hook. 


Saturday afternoon, which will 
also be a family-oriented day, 
consists of one seminar and a 
series of sports events that families 
can participate in. 


In conjunction with Job 
Placement and Career Planning’s 
“Career Day,” seminars devoted 
to possible occupations and jobs 
for women will be featured 
Wednesday. 


Nine lectures dealing with 
women and the law are scheduled 
for Thursday. They _ include 
exploring laws pertinent to 
children’s rights, sexual 
harassment on the job, money 
management and women and 
politics. 


Women’s Week Planning 
Committee member Robin Sharpe 
said Friday’s program will consist 
of two seminars, an art fair and a 
resource fair. 


Weight Watcher’s Gloria Hall 
will inform women on the hazards 
of “Women, Work and Weight” on 
Friday afternoon. 


“I would like to talk about the 
discrimination that women 
encounter in furthering their 
careers and how to cope with it,” 
stated Hall. 


Van Hook felt that although 
student’s busy schedules and 
weather are variables which may 
affect attendance, the activities 
would not be a waste of time 
because every person who does 
attend will be getting something of 
value out of the experience. With

More than 70 companies, from small businesses to 
major corporations, will be on the mall March 18 for 
SAC’s annual Career Day. Over half of these local 
employers will be actively recruiting people with an 
associate degree. 


Clarence Lee, a counselor in the Guidance Center 
says, “Many people overemphasize the importance of 
the B.A. degree.” He added, “Most people don’t know 
the value of the A.A.” 


In the eyes of the business representatives who will 
be on campus Wednesday, the A.A. is the key to 
many job opportunities. For instance, World Book 
Childcraft will be looking for potential employees with 
an A.A. in Child Development, Sales, Library 
Technician and Physical Education. 

Santa Fe International will be seeking people in the 
areas of Travel, Water Utility Science, Accounting, 
Data Processing, Bookkeeping, Insurance, Library 
Technician, Engineering, Computer Programming 
and Drafting. The L.A. Sheriffs Department will be 
looking for law enforcement personnel. 

Even the Liberal Arts major will be sought. Those 
companies seeking persons with that degree include 
Security Pacific Bank, Frazee Paint and Wallpaper, 
Montgomery Ward and Chief Auto Parts. They will be 
attempting to fill vacancies in the areas of 
management, Business Information Science, heavy 


equipment operation, automotive and diesel 
technician. 

Jacqui Ruiz, who works in the Career Planning 
Center, pointed out that a booth will be set up at the 
mall entrance to the Administration Building to 
provide information concerning the businesses on 
campus and their location. A list of employers and the 
areas of interest to them will be available at that booth 
on Wednesday. That list will also be obtainable before 
Career Day for those who stop by the Career 
Planning Center or Job Placement. 

Joe Diaz, Job Placement Officer, explained Career 
Day as one way in which an attempt is being made to 
“offer more information to the students in the fields 
they are interested in.” He also stressed that this is the 
first time Career Day has included an evening session. 
In addition to the daytime hours (10 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m.), many companies will be on the mall from 6 p.m.

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_lice and kidney failure by offering 
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everything, according to Carbone. 
She explained how students can 
spend more money elsewhere by 
Paying one price for the 
appointment and additional charges 
for the doctor, labs, x-rays and 
Prescriptions. However, the 
Health Center does charge a small 
fee for labs and x-rays. 

“We are not only here for 
general treatment and minor 
surgery, we are also here to 
educate,” she said as she opened 
one drawer of a tall file cabinet 
filled with dozens of health 
information tips. 

Besides the usual colds and 
viruses, the six employed doctors 
have treated SAC students for 
venereal disease, head and body 


Center three hours a day, four 
days a week. 

“They can work with a 
person for only a short term,” 
Carbone said. “Usually they deal 
with small problems that can be 
corrected in three or four one- 
hour sessions. 

“Many people need someone to 
talk to--everyone does at some

no room for possible alternatives. 


At one point in the trial, the state 
wanted to call several experts in 
related scientific fields to give 
testimony on the validity of the 
theory of evolution. Perluss 
blocked this testimony, explaining 
that the trial was not to determine 
the correctness of either 
evolution or creation, it was, 
rather, being held to discern 


whether the state’s teachers are 
using the proper approach in their 
lessons. 


The orginial suit, which has now 
been amended, included a request 
for equal treatment of the biblical 
account of creation. The Creation- 
Science Research Center says it 
doesn’t object to the teaching of 
evolution, so long as it is not 
presented as absolute fact. 


Segraves, who spent one entire 
day on the witness stand, stated 
that his religious beliefs had been 
violated when his son, Kasey, 13, 
was taught the theory of evolution 
by his sixth grade teacher. He also 
voiced an objection to the 
California science framework, 
which sets standards for 
textbooks bought by school 
districts with state money. 


understanding should be

Although no student at SAC is 
currently affected by this decision, 
it could conceivably, have a drastic

Conserve your tears; 
they may be priceless 


Jan sluggishly stumbles from her bed, her eyes still swollen with sleep 
as she gropes her way to the bathroom. 

F Rh A nice long shower will probably wake me up,” she decides to 
erself. 

She then spends 25 minutes and uses approximately 50 gallons of 
water in an effort to rouse herself. After her shower, she leisurely 
brushes her teeth -- leaving the water running as she does so -- and 
another 15 gallons or so whirlpools down the drain. | 

She glances in the mirror and remembers that she forgot to floss her 
teeth. And the next minute she is flushing the toilet because (Oh, how 
gross!) she simply “can’t just leave that little string of dental floss to 
slither in her bathroom!” And another six gallons of water is wasted. 

Throughout the remainder of the day, she continues her ritualistic 
usurpation of water: 60 gallons to wash a couple of shirts in her machine; 
100 gallons to bathe her car; 30 gallons to clean her breakfast plate, 
spoon and fork. 

“Water shortage?” she innocently laughs when her SAC 
Environmental Studies instructor broaches the subject. “What water 
shortage? It just rained yesterday.” 

Well, that may be so, but the fact Jan and many others are unaware of 
is that nearly 95 percent of surface water is lost to evaporation, and of 
the remainingjamount 97.1 percent is unusable because of its high 
salinity; it is unfit for either drinking or agricultural purposes. 

That is not to pe aah farmers and other business people do not use 
more than their sKare of the remaining 3.9 percent though. 

According to statistics by the National Water Commission, 42 percent 
of the nation’s water supply is used for irrigation and another 49 percent 
is used by industries. In more visionary tems, that is roughly 100 trillion 
gallons per year. 

Sey these people also feel that the nation’s water supply is 
endless. 

Indeed, the problem is not that there is not enough; scientific studies 
indicate that even if the population doubled there would still be 1.35 


million gallons per person. 


The real concern, however, lies in the greedy usage and the wastage 
of the available water, especially in the United States. (Between 1970 
and 1975, the average net use increased eightfold.) 

Another major problem, even though the water is present, is its 
uneven distribution; hence, those who wish to pull a profit off arid lands 
must move it to where it’s “needed.” 

Southern California is especially guilty of this “water theft.” The state 
has for years employed (or invented) nearly every feasible means to 
obtain the water it purportedly needs: It has cheated the state of Arizona 
of its “share” of the Colorado River; it has spent millions (billions) 
constructing an intricate web of waterways in an effort to catch 
Northern California’s water supply; it has thoughtlessly irrigated for 
years, damaging rich, fertile valleys like the San Joaquin with 
magnanimcus amounts of saline deposits.

Speaker on campus: 
A successful failure 


Santa Ana College made its first attempt in several years to revive the 
“Speaker on Campus” program March 1. Financially, the venture was a 
failure. However, in all other categories excluding the audio, the event 
was an overwhelming success. 

When Don McCain, associate dean of Students/Activities/Com- 
munity Services, secured the speaker, it was called “quite a coup for the 
college” by SAC President Bill Wenrich. After all, the speaker was the 
former.consul general of the U.S. Embassy in Teheran. He had been held 
hostage for 444 days in one of the most emotionally charged events in 
American history. And, he was coming to Santa Ana College. not 
Harvard or UCLA! 

Though millions of Americans had welcomed the 52 Americans back 
to their homeland with ticker tape parades and the like, few have had the 
chance to hear them speak on the ordeal. Now, on the SAC campus, 
Orange County had its chance. For $2 anyone could sit and listen to 
Richard Morefield explain what it was like to be held hostage for over 14 
months. People love to ask that question as though they can vicariously 
experience the situation without any risk. 

When Sunday night rolled around, it was apparent that the lines were 
not going to form at the ticket booth. Rather than a flood of people 
pushing and shoving their way into Cook Gym for the perfect seat, they 
trickled in and milled about, having their choice of 2,500 places to sit. 
With only 350 people actually attending the talk, the audience had no 
trouble getting close to the stage. 

It’s lucky for those who did show up that there were so few who 
wanted to hear Morefield speak. It seems no one thought about testing 
the sound system prior to the speech. As it turned out, the only sound 
clearly audible in the gym that night was the feedback. 

With so few paying admission (many tickets were complimentary) the 
$3,000 fee paid to Morefield was far from recovered. Also adding to the 
loss is the advertising which ran about $200 or $300. 

For those who did attend, the expense was well worth it. Even those 
who were angered by the $3,000 fee for Morefield had a chance to listen 
to him tell about his experience and ask him questions. Many stepped to 
the microphone simply to say “Welcome home” and then asked some 
off-the-wall questions. But if the college had not taken the initidtive to 
bring Morefield here, no one would have had that chance. 

The reasons are many as to why so few showed up that night. Some 
feel the hostage issue is old and they don’t want to hear about it 
anymore. Others feel a speaking tour is not what Morefield should be 
arranging and wanted to boycott the event. Still others simply had other 
things to do. 

Regardless of the reasons for not attending, those who did not hear 
Richard Morefield speak missed out. He and his wife are intriguing 
people and provided the audience with an enlightening evening. And 
those who worked so hard to! the evening together are to be 
congratulated. 

Perhaps people will take advantage of the next opportunity 
Community Services and the ASB gives them to participate in the

Attorney General George Deukmejian of the 
State of California has currently charged that the 
company had illegally fixed the retail prices of its 
products from Jan. 1, 1972 to Dec. 31, 1976. 

Levi, Strauss & Co. denied all charges, but in 
agreement with Deukmejian, has offered $12.25 
million to the State of California. 

With the court’s approval, (a hearing is set for 
April 6) the money will be distributed to all 
consumers who purchased men’s and boy’s denim 
or corduroy jeans between 1972 and 1976. 

Just by filling out the Cash Refund Request form 
that the attorney general’s office has mailed out, 
consumers can receive up to $2 per pair of pants. 
And no proof of purchase is required . . . in most 
cases. 

“If for any reason, it appears to the Attorney 
General that a person submitting a Cash Refund 
Request did not purchase these products in 
California during the relevant period of time, those 


claims may be submitted to the Court to decide 
whether they should be paid,” states the 
Department of Justice. 

What a nice surprise for the thousands of people 
who supplied their growing families with America’s 
No. 1 label. Wow! Who would have ever suspected 
it? 

Deukmejian deserves a standing ovation. It’s 
nice to know that someone besides David 
Horowitz cares about consumer rights. 

America could accept a dishonest leader, but 
can these same people be expected to tolerate as 
crooked an American institution such as Levi, 
Strauss & Co.?

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Hypnotist shatters myths aboutmesmerism

Six eyes simultaneously fix upon the pendulum 
movements of the gold watch and chain. Eyelids, feeling 
heavier with each sway of the trinket, slowly droop and three 
people fall into a deep, unexpected sleep. 

Now the master hypnotist is in full control as he playfully 
exploits one of his subjects, telling her “You are a large 
chicken looking for worms in the morning sun.” -~ 

Without hesitation, the zombie-like woman hops on a 
nearby table, much to the delight of the nightclub audience, 
and pecks diligently at a plate of spaghetti and meatballs with 
the determination of a mother hen gathering breakfast for 
her family of hungry chicks. 

Laughter feeds on the woman’s antics, but while it may be 
the best medicine for a roomful of people, it’s not the best 
thing for hypnosis. 

_“The misconceptions concerning hypnosis are 
horrendous,” explains Dr. Al Krasner, director of the 
Counseling Hypnosis Center on Broadway Street in Santa 
Ana‘“I’ve had people come to me and say, ‘What happens if 
you can’t wake me?’ I don’t know, I quess you’d be dead.” 


“Nobody ever feels hypnotized.” 


Krasner spends a lot of time dispelling the myths about 
being hypnotized in private sessions or group seminars at 
the one and a half year-old center, teaching patients to 
achieve their goals through self-hypnosis. By putting 
themselves under, they can lose weight, stop smoking, 
improve memory and study habits and even overcome exam 
anxiety. ) 

“The subconscious mind will continue to work on a 
problem even after the conscious mind has stopped working 
on it,” lectures Bruce Kaloski, holder of a Ph.D. in

counseling psychology, “Anything you learn under self- 
hypnosis will be more accessible to your conscious mind.” 

Kaloski, who handles the seminars at the center, calls 
hypnosis “suggestion plus imagination” and sides with 
Krasner on the importance of exploding the hypnotic myths. 

“There are so many of them,” he says and much of his 
group and private sessions is spent on the misconceptions. 
“But,” he adds “When | get those out of the way, I show them 
(the patients) that hypnosis is an everyday occurence.” 

Using “laws of suggestion” and helping people understand 
certain “principles of learning,” he can guide and teach a 
person to put himself under and administer thoughts to his 
subconscious. Repetition is important in many post- 
hypnotic suggestion. According to the doctor, it takes 
anywhere from four to 24 imprints before a fact becomes 
seeded in the mind. 

The five senses of the human body are also incorporated 
into the program. Through what Kaloski terms “guided 
mental imagery,”patients can create a vivid and detailed 
description of a sunny beach for a relaxing escape from the 
day’s wear and tear or even imagine themselves as the 
thinner, non-smoking person that they want to be.

“I’ve been having some 
trouble (pain) with my legs since the accident, too,” she says, 
but now plans to use her newfound concentration 
techniques to help her in school work also, as she moves 
from the nurses aide program to the LVN studies.

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JohnSchmitz:

State Senator John Schmitz has catapulted to 
the top of state news by virtue of his recent 
appointment to the California Commission on 
the Status of Women. His controversial Seating 
on that commission brought him almost instant 
attention as the protests quickly mounted, 
thrusting him into the spotlight of the media. 
My immediate task is to condense 45 minutes 
worth of conversation with Sen. Schmitz into a 
mere 1,200 chosen words. How well these words 
are choosen could easily alter the text, tone and 
inevitably the interpretations of this interview. 
el Don’s space limitations force me to edit the 
words. It is hoped that the context of this article 
does not suffer at the hands of such restraint. 


el Don: Let’s start with the focal point of why your name has 
been in the news so much. . . specifically, your appointment 
to the California Commission on the Status of Women. 
Schmitz: Yes, a commission that I voted against back in 
1965, when it was first established. 

el Don: Who raised the biggest howl? 

Schmitz: I would call them women’s libber groups for want 
of a better name--women’s activists groups. I resent the fact 
that these women’s groups claim to speak in the name of 
women. 

They set themselves up and they represent a minority 
viewpoint, usually and then they criticize the fact, for 
example, when I was put on the status of women’s 
commission, I’m only one out of 17 members. I will be a 
minority viewpoint on the commission, however, I can claim 
to represent amajority of women with more believability 
than they can. I am convinced, and there are polls that 
show, that the average woman, even the average woman in 
the marketplace who is working, would rather not. Now I 
don’t really mean would rather not work, because women 
certainly work as wives and mothers, sometimes it’s arather 
difficult job. It’s very hard work. 

The feminist program can only be carried out in a 
totalitarian society. They want to push a legislative program

that will end up in sameness, for example, by pushing to 
require the Los Angeles school Board to hire 40 per cent 
women administrators is going to cause either job loss or 
non-promotion for a lot of wives’ husbands.In other words, 
there are a lot of women who are not organized in pushing 
for these things that are going to be hurt. 

el Don: Last week the Supreme Court handed down a 
decision that an employer is no longer required to hire a 
woman or a minority over a white male if both were equally 
qualified for the job. Whereas before, with affirmative action, 
the employer was more or less obligated to hire the minority 
or the female. How much of a bearing on employment hiring 
practice do you think this decision will have? 

Schmitz: | am not familiar enough with that decision to give 
a proper answer on that because I don’t know if that is going

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to affect state policies and to what extent that is likely to be 
carried out. I will say this--I am opposed to quotas. 

I don’t interpret the equal protection clause of our 
Constitution to go to the sameness that is being pushed by 
various groups in trying to set up a quota system. 
el Don: What is the actual function of the California 
Commission on the’Status of Women? 

Schmitz: Its function is to look into the welfare of women... 
make sure that women are treated fairly under the law. 
el Don: Do you actually hand down decisions or make 
recommendations? 

Schmitz: We do not have judicial power, we make 
recommendations. Although interestingly enough, there has 
been a court decision, Miller vs. Miller, which states for 
example that the commission can not engage in political 
activities, which would include pushing for the ratification of 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 

I believe that one of the facets of the furor created by my 
appointment is that just being on the commission is going to, 
in effect, keep’em honest with regard to political activities. 
el Don: In other words, you see your role on the commission 
as being that of a watchdog of sorts. 

Schmitz: Not just that, but just to let people know that there 
is another side. I am convinced that the real crux of the furor 
at my appointment is that these feminists got this law

through to setup the status of women’s commission. There’s 
no doubt about it, that was their baby. 

On the other hand, if the legislators felt that they would 
simply represent a single point of view regarding women, 
then they would have never passed it. I voted against it 
because I knew what would happen and I would point to the 
furor created by my appointment as proof that I was right in 
voting against it. That it’s a bunch of minority-viewpoint 
women who are aggresive while the average woman is busy 
doing her job, whatever that is, either working out there or 
being a wife and mother. These people get active and they 
become activists and they grab these commissions and they 
want ot treat that as their private property. The fact of it isn’t 
private property, it’s public property and when the public is 
in there you should make some semblence of an attempt to 
get a broad spectrum representation. That’s what they’re 
concerned about. They say that I shouldn't be on it because 
I continually vote against women. No I don't.

I continually vote against these so-called feminists 
because I don’t think they’re doing women much good. If 
enough people want the status of women commission, you 
wouldn’t need the government to pay for it. 
el Don: This furor has really focused a lot of attention of 
you. Does it fuel your own political career in any way? 
Schmitz: . . .It hasatendencey to make me more politically 
active. It has also fortified my belief, as I stated earlier, that I 
was absolutely correct in voting against that status of 
women commission. 
el Don: Do you still aspire to be President of the United 
States? 

Schmitz: The fact that I ran for President of the United 
States, under the circumstances that I ran , if you 
understood those circumstances, you would not say that I 
did so because of a burning thirst to be President of the 
United States. The chances of winning were not that realistic 
and the factors which brought me to that juncture in the 
road are such that they could not be traced to a dying thirst 
to be President of the United States. Your question was a 
wife beating question: Do you still aspire to be President of 
the United States?, I don’t know that I ever did. I have never 
recognized inthe past or in the present that I've ever had a 
desire to be President of the United States. It’s a real killer. 
el Don: Now that Ronald Reagan’s administration has 
become entrenched in Washington, how do you think the 
nation will fare under the Reagan administration? 
Schmitz: I’m very pleased so far with what Governor 
Reagan’s been doing. | am far more pleased with what’s 
happening in Washington than I was pleased with the 
appointments. It looked like the appointments were the 
same old gang. However, at this point, it does not look like 
the same old policy. 

It looked like the old CFR Trilaterial crowd was going to 
get in, but if the administration goes through and carries out 
its policies, I believe for example that they have an excellent 
policy of defunding the left. What I mean by that is the left 
wing in this country is in many ways operatedjontax funds 
which gets back to my gripe about the status of women 
commission.

From the first time rock reared it’s head, wiggled it’s hips 
and seduced millions, singers have sung women’s praises, 
and for good reason--a majority of performers were male. 
Entering the eighties, however, the most astounding aspect 
of rock music’s constant metamorphosis is the insurgence of 
female stars and their importance to the music. 

Since this was not always so, alook at the rise of women in 
rock, from the start of the music to now, may give an 
understanding to the shift towards females as the driving 
force they’ve never been before. 

In the fifties, the women who came closest to being rock 
singers were black with the possible exceptions of Connie 
Francis and Brenda Lee, who sing in R&B style. Jazz 
singers like Ella Fitzgerald and Sarah Vaughn and gospel 
singers of Mahalia Jackson’s ilk were the only female singers 
of note and were actually a far cry from rockers. 

The ladies who gave the early sixties it’s drive were also

black singers. Aretha Franklin and the Motown sound of 
Diana Ross and the Supremes and the Marvelettes were the 
only thing happening close to rock as far as women were 
concerned, 


The seventies was the decade in which women gained 
their greatest ground on the men in the rock derby. 
Singer/songstresses Carly Simon, Melanie, Bonnie Raitt, 
Joni Mitchell (still going strong), and Carole King brought 
the spotlight ot themselves and respectability to rock’s 
ladies. 


In today’s music scene, women are fronting some of the 
foremost groups. Ann and Nancy Wilson are the nucleus of 
Heart, a hard-rocking band that seems torn between folk 
ballads and Led Zeppelin-style metal bashing and vocal 
screeching. Nevertheless they produce many chart-toppers 
and their popularity has not yet waned. 

Linda Ronstadt, a singer of country-rock, pop-rock and 
lately, even new wave tunes, hit it big in the late sixties asa 
powerfully singing country artist and the star of the Stone 
Poneys. Despite her distinctive voice, no one could have 
anticipated her superstardom. Ronstadt is the owner of a 
handful of gold records and has popularized the works of her 
colleagues with her vibrant interpretations. 

During the sixties a blues-based rock band, Fleetwood 
Mac, toiled in virtual anonymity in America, the land of gold, 
until they added Christine McVie and gained a balladress of 
sensitive love songs. But the metamorphosis would not be 
complete until the Mac enlisted guitarist Lindsay 
Bunkingham and the sensual imagery of Stevie Nicks. 

Now Nicks and McVie (along with Buckingham) head the 
most successful group of this era. 

Mac sales are probably tallied just like McDonald burger 
sales-- on an electronic scoreboard. Rumours sold 10 
million copies. Now Nicks has a solo LP due soon. 

While Joni Mitchell had been the first to bring jazz to many 
in rock’s audience, a new face emerged in ’79 to sashay us 
down jazz-filled back alleys. That.face Rickie Lee Jones, has 
a bright future as evidence by a recent jazz poll tabbing her 
as the top female vocalist. 

The future of two female rockers looks bright indeed.

pierced through the shrowd of 
social injustice and saw the fine 
strength of a young woman, Tess, 
whose courage and determination 
to triumph over her misfortune-- 


_eventually succumbs to the 


attitudes of a man’s world. 


Set in the Victorian age, where a 
woman’s freedom of choice is as 
open (to her) as aski resort in July, 
Tess’ options are taken away from 
her when she becomes the subject 
of interrogation in a case of 
seduction.

Polanski’s film takes insight of 
Hardy’s written word and 
illustrates the feelings of a woman 
of that era\ and her assumed 
acceptance of her role in that 
society. The movie doesn’t need to 
interpret the book to do so. 
Polanski lets the film tell its own 
Story in the fashion it was written-- 
the viewpoint of the English 19th 
century--excluding the ironic 
twists that a 20th century mind 
would have added to it. 


Tess is as artistically sound as 
the point it makes. The adapted

screen play, written by Polanski 
along with Gerard Brach and John 
Brown John, is performed with 
precision by Nastassia‘and Peter 
Firth, who plays Tess’ husband, 
Angel Clare. With Polanski’s 
direction, the execution of the 
dialogue between Kinski and Firth 
flows effortlessly and authentic- 
ally. 


With the scenic south of 
England as its backdrop, the 
cinematography of Tess _ is 
fantastic, and equally as beatuiful 
isthe. music composed by Phillipe 
Sarde. Orchestrated by Peter 
Knight and performed by the 
Londer Symphony Orchestra, the 
movie's, soundtrack gently molds 
the underlying emotion of Tess.
